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IN THE SPECIFICATION: 

Please amend the paragraph starting on Page 19, line 20 and ending on Page 20, line 17 
as follows: 

In addition, the cover 406 may also include a protective layer 452 
for preventing damage, such as scratches, to the infrared filter 450. The 
protective layer 452 is not necessary to filter infrared light in accordance 
with the present invention and may be omitted in some circumstances. 
The protective layer 452 may be formed of any substantially clear material 
such as polycarbonate or other material with light-transmission 
characteristics suitable for the light to be emitted from the fluorescent 
tubes 402 400. A gasket 454 is oriented substantially near the edges of the 
infrared filter 450 in order to prevent light leakage and minimize 
movement and/or damage to the infrared filter 450 during placement and 
use. The gasket 454 may be formed of any elastomeric material providing 
shock or movement absorption capabilities. A frame 456 holds the 
infrared filter 450 and protective layer 452 in place on the cover 406. The 
protective layer 452 and the frame 456 also allow easy installation of the 
infrared filter 450, reduce the possibility of a layer slipping out of position, 
and permit a light seal to be produced. 
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
